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HOW LOW 
CAN IT GO? 

DOW PLUNGES AS MUCH AS 800 
POINTS AMID GLOBAL SELL-OFF

NEW YORK Wall Street suffered through 
another traumatic session Monday, with 
the Dow Jones industrials plunging as much 
as 8oo points but eventually settled down 
369.88 as investors despaired that the credit 
crisis would take a heavy toll around the 
world. The Dow also fell below 10,000 for 
the first time since 2004, and all the major 
indexes fell about 5 percent. 

The catalyst for the selling was the grow- 
ing realization that the Bush administration’s 
$700 billion rescue plan and steps taken by 
other governments won’t work quickly to 
unfreeze credit markets. Moreover, investors 
are unnerved by the paralysis in the credit 
markets that has started to affect companies 
trying to borrow for acquisitions or just to 
conduct their daily operations. 

That sent stocks spiraling downward in 
the U.S., Europe and Asia, and drove inves- 
tors to sink money into the relative safety of 
U.S. government debt. 

“The fact is, people are scared and the 
only thing they’re doing is selling,” said 
Ryan Detrick, senior technical strategist at 
Schaeffer’s Investment Research. 

Anthony Sabino, a professor of law and 
business at St. John’s University, said the 


“market is displaying one of its worst traits 
with a herd mentality, and investors have an 
appetite for feeding on fear.” He cautions 
that, while there are deep economic and 
financial problems being faced, it is still not 
a nightmare scenario. 

“Most certainly, this is not the Great 
Depression of the 1930s, but {is like} the 
savings and loan crisis of the 1980s— and 
we bailed them out,” he said. “Once people 
catch their breath, they’ll see this is the 
proper analogy and this will breathe life back 
into banking institutions.” 

Most analysts believe there will be no 
quick fixes to the current financial crisis. 
Ryan Jacob, portfolio manager for the Jacob 
Internet Fund, said he’s sensing that the mar- 
ket might be getting closer to a short-term 
bottom but that problems for the economy 
likely will persist. 

“We’ve had some positive anecdotal events 
in the last week so it’s making me a little bit 
more confident,” Jacob said. “These are all 
signs that make it more likely than not that 
we’re trying to find a near-term bottom.” 

Selling out 

Monday’s selling was so extreme that 
only 107 stocks rose on the NYSE— and

3,121 dropped. That’s a telling sign consider- 
ing the stock market is considered a leading 
economic indicator, with investors tending 
to buy and sell based on where they believe 
the economy will be in six to nine months. 

Worth the wait? 

President Bush says the economy is going 
to be “just fine” in the long run but that the 
taxpayer-supported economic rescue plan 
will take time to work. 

Man in charge 

The Treasury Department moved swiftly 
Monday to implement the financial rescue 
package, naming a former Goldman Sachs 
executive to oversee spending the $700 billion 
rescue effort. The administration announced 
it had tapped Neel Kashkari, 35— an assistant 
Treasury secretary for international affairs— 
to head the Treasury’s new Office of Financial 
Stability on an interim basis.

DETROIT Ford Motor 
Co. is giving parents 
the power to control 
how fast their kids 
drive. 

In 2009, the com- 
pany will roll out a 
new feature on many 
2010 models that can 
limit teen drivers to 
80 mph, using a com- 
puter chip in the key 

Parents also have 
the option of pro- 
gramming the teen’s key to limit the audio 
system’s volume, and to sound continuous 
alerts if the driver doesn’t wear a seat belt. 

The feature, called “MyKey,” will be 
standard on an unspecified number of 
Ford models when the 2010 cars and trucks 
come out late next summer. The feature 
will spread to the entire Ford, Fincoln and 
Mercury lineup as models are updated, 
spokesman Wes Sherwood said. 

Ford arrived at the 80 mph limit even 
though freeway speed limits are lower in 
most states because it wanted to leave a 
margin in case an unusual situation arises, 
said Jim Buczkowski, Ford’s director of 
electronic and electrical systems engineer- 
ing. In some states, freeway speed limits 
are above 70 mph, Sherwood said. 

Danisha Williams, a 16 -year-old senior 
at Southfield-Lathrup High School in sub- 
urban Detroit, said she’s against the idea. 

“I wouldn’t want my parents to have 
that much control over how I’m driving,” 
she said. “If your parents are holding your 
hand, you’re never going to learn.” 

The Insurance Institute for Highway 
Safety says car crashes are the leading 
cause of death among teenagers. 

“Research we’ve done has shown that 
speeding is a major factor in teen crashes, 
especially novice teen drivers,” said Anne 
McCartt, the institute’s senior vice presi- 
dent for research. “So I think a system that 
tries to correct the speeding behavior has 
the potential to improve safety”

Judge GP tackles 
commuter woes

Sure, these TV judges have name recognition, but they lack the 
authority to rule on wrongdoing related to routes and “E’ lines. 

That’s Judge GP’s jurisdiction. So Eve donned my black robe and 
will preside over commuter cases that recently entered my inbox. 

MIA mp3 player 

The case: A Eittle Village rider is mightily miffed and e-mailed 
“Going Public” about a missing mp3 player, which he said he lost on 
a northbound No. 50-Damen bus last month. When Andrew Smith, 
26, realized the player fell off during his travels, he contacted the 
Kedzie bus garage to see if it had been turned in. 

He was greeted by a woman who snappily told him it had not. 

Smith wrote. When Smith asked if she could contact the bus operator 
to see if the player was still on the bus, she said it wasn’t possible, 
he said. After two more calls to the garage, a nicer garage employee 
finally told Smith he had been contacting the wrong garage all along. 

The ruling: Judge GP understands that CTA bus operators cannot 
balance the acts of fielding calls about riders’ missing items while 
driving their routes. One exception is in emergencies, including 
missing medication, according to CTA spokeswoman Katelyn 
Thrall. She said in those cases a bus supervisor might be sent to look 
for the item while the bus is en route. In non-urgent situations, the 
agency— which lacks a central lost-and-found— directs riders to i- 
888-YOUR-CTAor ctahelp@transltchlcago.com to track down their 
items. But why didn’t the woman who answered the phone at Kedzie 
at least inform Smith that he was contacting the wrong garage? 
Sounds like she was too busy being rude. 

The penalty: This unsympathetic employee deserves to be banned 
from using phones — including her personal ones — for at least a week. 
Perhaps this isolation will teach her to mind her mass transit manners. 

Battle of the bugs 

The case: Recently, a rider wrote in to complain about some extra 
passengers on his route: roaches. The rider, who had been onboard 
a No. 75- 74th- 75th bus, wanted to know what the CTA was doing to 
get rid of the public transit pests. 

But it didn’t end there. Burbank rider Carol Parks wrote in to 
rebut the original rider’s comments, saying commuters often toss 
their trash inside “E’ cars and buses, therefore creating breeding 
grounds for bugs. “We are the culprits,” Parks wrote. The CTA 
regularly fumigates its vehicles, but that can’t counteract riders who 
consider buses and “E’ cars prime places for meals on wheels. 

The ruling: If you don’t want to share a seat with a critter, avoid 
eating on CTA vehicles or properly discard trash after your snack 
attack. 

The penalty: Heedless CTA snackers must eat their treats off a bus 
or train floor for a week.

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How far would you go for a burger? Some will go to the extreme

Every time Rudy Duran, 32, goes to Las Vegas, he 
finds himself across the street from the Monte 
Carlo— at Fatburger. 

“It’s the one place we have to hit all the time,” 
he said. 

Now, Duran won’t have to travel so far from 
Waukegan to taste the hearty Kingburger, cooked 
to order with no relish or tomato. 

Many people can easily rattle off their favorite 
fast-food joints. Some, like Duran, are driven to 
extreme measures, like traveling hundreds of miles 
to satisfy their cravings. 

Luckily for Duran and other fast-food junkies, 
some restaurant chains are bringing their fare closer 
to Chicago. 

On Monday, the Santa Monica, Calif -based 
Fatburger arrived in Orland Park, giving Chicago 
area fast foodies one more place to get their greasy 
fix. 

Sonic Drive-In, headquartered in Oklahoma City, 
opened its first local outpost in August in Aurora. 


And last month, the Culver City, Calif -based 
upscale burger joint The Counter opened its first 
Illinois location in Lincoln Park. 

Though competition is stiff, the fast-food market 
is faring better than other segments of the restau- 
rant industry in this sluggish economy Sales for lim- 
ited service restaurants— which include traditional 
fast food (think McDonald’s) and fast casual (think 
Corner Bakery)— are projected to reach $192 billion 
this year, a 2.5 percent increase over 2007, said Darren 
Tristano, executive vice president of Technomic, a 
Chicago-based food service consultant. 

And what is America’s primary fast-food fix? 
Burgers. Sure, some spots offer chicken sandwiches 
and salads to cater to women and health-conscious 
customers. But the burger is king. 

According to aTechnomic survey last year, 85 per- 
cent of people said they eat a burger once a month 
or more. More Midwesterners ages 18 to 24 are like- 
ly to eat burgers once a week or more, compared to 
other regions and age groups. Some people go to 
extremes to satisfy their burger craving. 

California native Tina Bennett, 35, who now lives 


in Morgan Park, is ready to sink her teeth into a juicy 
Fatburger loaded with chili, bacon and a fried egg. 

“Fatburger is known for being able to have all 
kinds of stuff, glob you can put on it,” said Bennett, 
who has asked her boyfriend to drive by the Orland 
Park location to find out when it opened. 

She’s not the only one talking about Fatburger. 
Message boards on sites, including Yelp, are buzz- 
ing about the California craze, which was created 
in 1952 in L.A. and touts itself in neon lights as “The 
Last Great Hamburger Stand.” 

“There’s a cult of Fatburger people who are totally 
happy about it. Lots of people from California are 
freaking out about it just like me,” Bennett said. 

When it comes to fast food, some Chicagoans 
want what they can’t have, lamenting the local 
absence of other icons like In-N-Out Burger and 
Jack in the Box. 

The craving for an In-N-Out burger was almost 
too much for Bennett to bear when she was preg- 
nant a year and a half ago and living in Chicago. She 
put a picture of an In-N-Out burger on her com- 
puter as a screen saver and unsuccessfully tried to

have somebody from California overnight a double- 
double burger to her. 

“It is just one of the best things there is. It is the 
perfect burger,” she said. 

When she visited California this summer, she 
made up for it by eating at In-N-Out five times. “If 
I’m driving anywhere when I’m visiting California 
and I see an In-N-Out Burger, I will pull over and 
eat there immediately,” Bennett said. 

She’s not alone in her fast-food devotion. 

Take Duran. The Vegas Fatburger isn’t the only 
chain he hits when traveling. He’s also been to 
Chick-fil-A in Myrtle Beach, Carl’s Jr. and In-N-Out 
in San Diego, and Jack in the Box in St. Louis. 

Jack in the Box was the first restaurant Duran 
went to as a boy living in California, he said. Several 
years ago, Duran’s family took a road trip from 
Chicago to St. Louis to eat at the restaurant and 
decided to make a weekend out of it. 

“We got all excited and took four cars down 
there,” he said. “We got to the hotel and the first 
thing we did was drop off our bags and went to Jack 
in the Box.” lvivanco@tribune.com

In Orland Park Monday, an employee’s friendly and lively 
voice shouting, “Hi! Good afternoon. Welcome to Fatburger,” 
greeted a steady stream of customers. 

KW Foods LLC, which has Kanye West as a passive investor, 
is behind the Orland Park location, said Peter Morrell, 
Fatburger’s director of local store marketing. West joins a list 
of other Fatburger celebrity investors, including Magic Johnson, 
Pharrell Williams, Montel Williams and Queen Latifah. 

The second Fatburger is set to open in the next few months at 
95th Street and Western Avenue in Beverly, Morrell said. 

On Monday, West’s songs “Homecoming,” “Gold Digger,” 
“Love Lockdown” and “Flashing Lights” blared from the free 
jukebox inside the suburban restaurant (15110 S. La Grange 
Rd.). The ioo,ooo-song selection keeps customers busy until 
an employee brings their made- to-order burger to the table. 
Customers were told to expect an 8- to 10 -minute wait for their 
meal, but it was often much quicker than that. 

Kelly Narvaez, 21, of Crestwood, didn’t know what to order 
for lunch, so she opted for the half-pound Kingburger on her 
first visit. 

“The actual size is unbelievable,” she said as she sat at a table, 
taking a break from eating. She struggled to finish a third of the 
burger left on her tray 

“I would’ve been fine with the Fatburger. I probably won’t eat 


Make no mistake, Fatburger is not for wimps. If the size of a 
regular hamburger at most fast-food joints can fill you up, be 
sure to get the Baby Fat. It’s the smallest burger on the menu- 
about the size of the palm of your hand-for $2.99. Not enough 
to satisfy your appetite? Try the one-third-pound Fatburger for 
$4.49 or half-pound Kingburger, which is about the size of your 
hand with your fingers spread out, for $5.49. 

If you’re daring, belly up to the $7.49 double Kingburger, the 
XL of burgers, or the one-and-a-half-pound Triple Kingburger 
for $9.49. Fatburger says you’ll need a wheelbarrow for the 
triple, so don’t say they didn’t warn you. 

Build your own burger with indulgent toppings sure to ooze 
out the bun, including cheese, bacon, chili and fried eggs-each 
for 99 cents extra. Of course, burgers also come with the 
standard lettuce, tomato, onion, ketchup, mustard, mayo, relish 
and pickles. 

Not craving beef? Try the chicken sandwich or Fat Salad 
Wedge. And you can either get either fat (steak) fries or skinny 
fries, or homemade slightly crispy onion rings. 

Just be sure to bring a healthy appetite and an empty 
stomach. l.v.

Teen fatally shot on bus 


17-year-old attended 
same school as teen 
slain on bus last year

Kneeling on the floor of a city bus. Jasmine 
Wilcox held her cousin’s hand and prayed. 
She willed her 17-year-old cousin to wake 
up, to move, to live, but there was nothing 
she could do. Kiyanna Salter, a senior in high 
school, was already dead. 

Salter was returning home from caring 
for a sick aunt when she was shot to death 
Sunday night on a CTA bus, the victim 
of someone else’s petty argument turned 
violent, her family said. Two men argued over 
a glancing touch on a sparsely populated bus, 
one fired shots, and yet another Chicago 
Public Schools student’s life was taken. 

The shooting was sadly reminiscent of 
the killing of another Julian High School 
student, Blair Holt, who also was shot to 
death on a CTA bus in 2007. The 16 -year- 
old was killed while trying to shield another 
teen from a gang member’s bullets. 

In ayear already plagued by rising murders, 
Sunday’s shooting escalated quickly 

The two cousins were sitting on a No. 71 
7ist-South Shore bus at about 10:30 p.m. 


Both men then flashed guns at each other 
before the younger man started to get off 
the bus. Salter chastised the remaining man, 
saying he was “crazy” for flashing a weapon, 
her cousin said. 

As the younger man got off the bus near 
Cottage Grove Avenue and the doors began 
to close, he fired several shots into the bus 
and fled, Wilcox said. The passengers fell to 
the floor. Only Salter was shot. 

“I didn’t know it was her who got shot 
until they said somebody got shot,” Wilcox 
said. “I happened to look up, and it was 
just her laying there. I just went to her and 
grabbed her hand. I just grabbed her hand.” 

Video and photographs taken from a 
surveillance camera on the bus released by 
police showed the shooter had braided hair 
and was wearing a hooded jacket with an 
orange zipper and “9”s in blue and white on 
it, blue jeans, and tan boots. Crimestoppers 
is offering a $1,000 reward. Nobody was in 
custody Monday evening, police said. 

Wilcox said the two cousins were returning 
to Wilcox’s Morgan Park home where Salter 
stayed during the week. Salter's mother 
moved last week to Bartlett and wanted the 
teen to move, too, but Salter wanted to stay 
in Chicago to finish her studies at Julian, her 
family said.

“It’s sad we can’t even get on the bus 
and go home,” Ferguson said. “I don’t know 
why it’s our school. Why [are] our students 
getting killed?” 


Sunday, talking to a man the cousin said they 
just met when a younger man exiting the bus 
accidentally touched the other man’s hand. 
The older man objected, and an argument 
began. Salter, who had been talking on her 
cell phone, hung up to listen, her cousin 
said.

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Police 
to start 
gang unit 

A year after disbanding the scandal- 
plagued Special Operations 
Section, Chicago Police Supt. Jody 
Weis is launching a similar unit to 
fight gangs, according to internal 
police documents obtained by the 
Tribune. 

In a draft memo to his command 
staff last week, Weis said he is even 
giving former SOS officers first crack 
at applying for the elite assignment, 
the documents show 

Weis’ plans direct that “any former 
member of the Special Operations 
Section ... who is not subject to 
any serious disciplinary matters or 
confidential investigations {by the 
internal affairs division], be given 
the first opportunity to be selected 
for the new unit.” 

The new 115-officer unit will 
be called by a different name, the 
Mobile Strike Force, but its mission 
will be almost identical to SOS. 

SOS was disbanded last October 
amid a scandal over a team of 
officers who are alleged to have 
robbed and kidnapped victims 
for years under the guise of police 
work. 

Seven officers are awaiting trial 
on criminal charges. In addition, 
the U.S. attorney’s office has an 
ongoing probe into whether there 
was a police coverup that allowed 
the rogue officers to operate for 
years despite mounting misconduct 
allegations. 

Weis, a former FBI official who 
was hired in part to clean up the 
department’s image in the wake of 
the SOS scandal, plans to launch 
the new unit on Oct. 31, Halloween 
night, according to the draft 
memo.

“The kids were just so huge,” Bruno 
says. So five years ago, she was scared into 
changing her holiday handouts, giving out 
toys instead of candy Other households 
do the same, offering stickers, pencils, 
Play-Doh or glow sticks, to mixed reviews 
from candy-loving children.

CHICAGO’S FLICKERING PLAYOFF HOPES 
FINALLY FLAME OUT WITH SOX LOSS

This time, the White Sox 
couldn’t avoid the knockout. 

They won four straight elimi- 
nation games only to bow out 
with a 6-2 loss to the Tampa Bay 
Rays in Game 4 of their division 
series on Monday night. Just like 
that, what looked like a promis- 
ing October for the city ended 
with a whimper. 

No parades. Just disappoint- 
ment. 

It was a rough day for Gavin 
Floyd, whose breakout season 
ended with a fourth-inning exit, 
and a rough postseason for veter- 
an sluggers Ken Griffey Jr. and Jim Thome. 
Both were o-for-4 and Griffey ended the 
game with his third strikeout. 

A city that was bracing for its first all- 
Chicago World Series since 1906 saw two 
early exits instead. 

“We played hard,” said White Sox man- 
ager Ozzie Guillen. “I feel proud of my 
ballplayers. We went through a lot of tough 
times. One thing nobody can take away 
from us, we fight every day” 

While the Cubs got swept by the L.A. 
Dodgers after posting the best record in the 


National League, making it 
an even 100 years without 
a championship, the White 
Sox finally stumbled after 
squeezing into the playoffs. 

Even though they spent 
148 days atop the AL Central, 
they needed to win the final 
scheduled game against 
Cleveland, a makeup with 
Detroit and a tiebreaker 
with Minnesota just to get 
into the playoffs. Then, they 
dropped the first two games 
at Tampa Bay before coming 
through Sunday, winning 5-3 
to avoid elimination— for 
one day, anyway 

But with Floyd struggling, the White Sox 
couldn’t keep it going. 

A 17-game winner in his second season 
in Chicago, the right-hander gave up solo 
homers to B.J. Upton in the first and third 
innings and his season came to an end 
before recording an out in the fourth. 

He walked Carl Crawford leading off, 
and left fielder DeWayne Wise took a bad 
angle on a line drive by Chicago native Cliff 
Floyd. That allowed the ball to sail past 
him for a run-scoring double, and Dioner

Navarro followed with an RBI single that 
made it 4-0 and chased Gavin Floyd. 

“Gavin is just behind the count most of 
the game,” Guillen said. “That’s why he got 
hit. He was behind the count almost every 
hitter. It’s not easy to pitch against any ball- 
club in the big leagues when you are behind 
the count.” 

Solo homers by Paul Konerko and 
Jermaine Dye aside, the White Sox man- 
aged just four hits against Andy Sonnanstine 
and two relievers. And it was a particularly 
rough postseason for Griffey and Thome, 
who have 1,152 homers between them but 
just two World Series appearances and no 
championships. 

Thome made it with Cleveland in 1995 
and ’97, but Griffey saw perhaps his last 
chance slip away 

The White Sox acquired him from the 
Reds at the July 31 trade deadline, and the 
odds of them exercising a $16.5 million 
option appear slim given the way he strug- 
gled for them. He batted .260 with three 
homers and 18 RBIs and was no better in 
the postseason, going 2-for-io. 

Thome, whose homer lifted the White 
Sox to a i-o win over Minnesota in the tie- 
breaker game, had just two hits in 16 at-bats 
against the Rays.

Is Chicago’s coffee the 
best? We’ve got the buzz 
on locally roasted beans

Dear Seattle: You may have warmer winters (we won’t mention 
the rain), majestic mountains and Bill Gates— but Chicago just 

staged a coup dcafe. 

In the October issue of 
Saveur magazine, the editors 
highlighted specialty coffees 
from around the world. Two of 
their top nine picks were from 
local companies: San Rafael 
Lot I from Metropolis Coffee 
Company and Hacienda La 
^ Esmeralda from Intelligentsia 
Coffee and Tea. 

So is Chicago the nation’s 
new coffee capital? Only one 
way to find out: a cafe crawl in 
search of locally roasted Joe. 



Bridgeport 
Coffee House 

3101 S. Morgan St. 773-247-9950 
The spot: Four years ago, Mike 
Pilkington passed an empty 
storefront while walking in 
Bridgeport. Today that store- 
front is Bridgeport Coffee 
House, the center of an evolv- 
ing community and roaster of 
nearly 2,000 pounds of coffee 
a year. 

The coffee: Pilkington uses 
mostly Central American 
beans from socially conscious 
importers Sustainable Harvest 
and Cafe Imports. The most 
popular roast is Hardscrabble, 
an espresso blend that pays 
homage to the Bridgeport 
area’s former name. 

What to drink: Pilkington 
says his roasts are best enjoyed 
as a single espresso shot ($1.75) 
or a straight cuppa Joe ($1.75). 

Brew your own: Bridgeport 
coffees are available by the bag 
at the store or online: bridge 
portcoffeeconipany.com ($ 8 ). 


Cafe Descartes 

Seven locations, including 
Michigan Avenue. Wacker Drive. 
Lincoin Square. Rogers Park and 
the University of liiinois-Chicago. 
Details at metromix.com 
The spot: From students to 
Michigan Avenue moguls, 
Descartes appeals to those 
who like gourmet coffee and 
don’t mind paying a bit more 
for it. Founded by UIC alum 
Arshad Javid, Descartes cafes 
are stocked daily with fresh- 
roasted beans from a Rogers 
Park roasting facility 

The coffee: Javid buys from 
wholesale brokers in NewThrk 
and Minnesota and occasion- 
ally uses organic beans. He rec- 
ommends the house blend or 
the island blend, a mix of beans 
from Indonesian islands. 

What to drink: Try the oat- 
meal latte— espresso with oat- 
meal on the bottom ($4.49). 

Brew your own: Cafe 
Descartes coffee is available by 
the bag only at the cafes ($12). 


The Original 
PapaNicholas Cafe

The spot: For a cafe that 
started as a brand extension— 
PapaNicholas has been in the 
biz for 100 years— this Portage 
Park shop does a lot right, 
including signature coffees and 
fresh-baked goodies. 

The coffee: PapaNicholas 
roasts 2 million pounds of 
beans annually Choose from 
five roasts: American, Full City, 
Viennese, French or Espresso. 
Vienna is the lightest and 
sweetest; Espresso is darkest. 

What to drink: Vaughn 
PapaNicholas (the son of 
the guy on the bag) suggests 
Hawaiian Islands Blend 
straight up ($1.60). 

Brew your own: Find 
PapaNicholas coffees by the 
bag at Jewel, Dominick’s, 
Sunset Foods, Costco or online

Demera Ethiopian 
Restaurant

The spot: Looking for some- 
thing other than drip? Venture 
to Uptown Ethiopian restau- 
rant Demera on a Sunday for 
a traditional coffee ceremony 
This is a small-batch opera- 
tion through and through— it’s 
roasted, brewed and consumed 
all within hours. 

The coffee: Raw Ethiopian 
Sidamo beans are pan-roasted 
by hand over an open flame. To 
prevent burns, the pan must be 
moving constantly for about 
five minutes. It’s tradition to 
sniff the rich, flowery smoke 
billowing from the pan. 

What to drink: It’s called 
buna, boiled in a traditional 
clay pot with the grounds 
settled to the bottom. Add a 
small bit of sugar and take even 
smaller sips ($5).

Not a lot to ‘Dig’ 


“Dig Out Itbur Soul,” Oasis’ seventh 
studio album, should be heard in a really 
good stereo showroom: an extraordinary 
one with high-end stuff, and where the 
salesmen might let 
you have beer and 
chips while you listen. 

Produced by Dave 
Sardy the record is an 
interior trip, rich with 
guitar and voices and 
organs and keyboards, 
some of the sonic lay- 
ers scuffed and some 
clear as water. 'You get 
the full measure of 
the sound because the songs stay in single 
chords for longer. It’s an expensive record 
valorizing the drone. 

It sounds so good; really, it sounds bet- 


ter than it is. Noel Gallagher, the band’s 
guitarist and principal songwriter, wrote 
half the album and the best of its droney 
tracks: “Bag It Up,” “The Shock of the 
Lightning,” “(Get Off Tour) High Horse 
Lady” They all go down in the first half, 
and they’re not fascinating; they don’t 
particularly show off his skill for the 
unexpected chord change. As ambitious 
as it is in the experience of sound and 
groove, “Dig Out Tour Soul” is unambi- 
tious in songwriting content. 

It’s derivative too— mostly, and unsur- 
prisingly, of the Beatles, the Gallaghers’ 
favorite band. There are small echoes 
of many post-“Revolver” Beatles songs: 
sharp, pinpointed references, specific 
sounds on specific guitar chords, piano 
figures, and drum rhythms played by 
Zak Starkey, Ringo Starr’s son. (A nearly 


inaudible clip of a John Lennon inter- 
view, from shortly before his death, 
rustles through the background of Liam 
Gallagher’s ballad “I’m OuttaTime.”) But 
it doesn’t stop at the Beatles: “High Horse 
Lady” welds David Essex’s “Rock On” and 
Tommy Tucker’s “High Heel Sneakers.” 

These songs are heavy with thoughts 
about time. They’re mildly philosophical, 
but not so spiritual that they would make 
you put down the beer and chips. “The 
Nature of Reality” is, offhandedly, about 
the nonexistence of objective truth. And 
“Soldier On,” with its endless-march feel- 
ing borrowed from the end of “I Am the 
'Walrus,” is pure stiff-upper-lip: “'Who’s to 
say that you were right and I was wrong/ 
Soldier on/Come the day, come the night. 
I’ll be gone/Soldier on.” benratliff,newyork

offers big, brash guitar riffs; brightly tolling 
dissonances; lurching dynamic shifts; oddball 
song constructions. And in the foreground, 
just barely, the deceptively sweet singing 
voice of Satomi Matsuzaki, bringing an uneasy 
calm to lyrics that court the absurd. There are 
moments here, like the multitracked la-la-las in 
the chorus of “Chandelier Searchlight,” that hint 
at some earnest but off-kilter pop aspirations. 
For Deerhoof that’s what counts as jarring: not 
complex obscurity but beseeching clarity.

Alternating work, recovery makes great bods ^ 


Los Angeles Times 

The words “interval training” can strike fear 
in the hearts of even the most athletic men 
and women. Alternating periods of high- 
intensity work with recovery may sound 
simple enough, but those intense bouts can 
leave the exerciser gasping for air. 

It’s that intensity that ultimately reaps 
great benefits, including strengthening the 
heart and improving the cardiovascular sys- 
tem, which is why personal trainers tend to 
favor interval training. Higher exercise levels 
can be achieved by upping the speed or the 
resistance— think walking faster on a tread- 
mill, increasing the incline, or both. 

Intervals can be done on cardio equipment 
such as stationary bikes and elliptical train- 
ers, and runners can toggle between slower 
speeds and sprints. Strength-training circuit 
workouts can even incorporate them by add- 
ing full-body exercises. 

Here, three trainers explain how to inte- 
grate interval workouts into an exercise 
plan. 

TONY AMBLER-WRIGHT 

Scottsdale, Ariz.-based master instructor 
for the National Academy of Sports Medicine 

We take our clients in and out of three 
zones: 

» Zone I is 65 percent to 75 percent of your 
maximum heart rate. 

» Zone 2 is 80 percent to 85 percent of your 
maximum heart rate. 

» Zone 3 is 85 percent to 90 percent of your 
maximum heart rate. 

You should be able to sustain the upper 
level of Zone i for 30 minutes before trying 
to do some interval training. If you’re able to 
do half an hour to 45 minutes in Zones i and 2, 
you’re a good candidate to incorporate some 
Zone 3 work in small intervals, within a work- 
out that utilizes Zones i and 2. 

The work-to-rest ratio can change. You 
can go up into Zone 2 for three minutes, then

down to Zone i for three minutes. Then you 
can work a 2-1 ratio of work and rest. 

A good rule of thumb is that when you drop 
down a zone, you should see a 20-beat-per- 
minute drop in your heart rate within one 
minute. That’s a good indicator that you’re in 
the recovery zone. 

Ultimately the goal is to get everyone to 
that point where they could exercise in Zone 
3, but people have a tendency to push them- 
selves too hard, too soon. 

A lot of people don’t do the preparatory 
work in getting the body used to exercising 
and improving their base, where the body is 
utilizing fat efficiently as a fuel source, before 
doing intervals. 

BRIAN CINADR 

Personal trainer and co-owner 
of Canyon Athletics in Santa Monica, Calif 

Interval training is sort of an exaggerated 
level of fitness, and it allows you to train hard, 
without training hard the whole time. Doing 
interval training is in some ways less burden- 
some than the idea of going out and running 
for an hour. That’s a grind. 

There are other ways of interval training 
rather than just cardio. You can walk, then 



stop and do a set of squats or push-ups. Tbu’re 
going to get some body shaping and strength 
and flexibility benefits, and you’re going to 
raise your heart rate more than just by walk- 
ing because you’re pumping blood to your 
upper body 

There are no rules for interval training. For 
a beginner, even a minute or two at 85 percent 
of your maximum heart rate is pretty intense. 
Tbu want to keep it fun too. 

The biggest mistake people make is they 
get motivated right away, then completely 


destroy that motivation because they’re 
so worn out. Just the fact that you’re doing 
something is great. 

I think you should always do intervals, but 
you should vary the intensity 

If you’re working out four times a week, 
maybe you’ll have one day when those inter- 
vals are really intense and you’re going to push 
yourself And then there are going to be days 
you’re going to cruise at 70 percent. Don’t 
drive the intensity every time. You want some 
recovery time and you want to mix it up. 




KELLY STEMP 

General manager and personal trainer 
at Vert Fitness In Santa Monica. Calif. 

If you’re doing cardio, try a 2-1 ratio. 

So if you’re on the elliptical trainer, do a 30 -second sprint 
with a minute at an easy pace. But you also can spread it 
out, especially if you’re just starting. So if you’re doing a 
30 -minute workout, you could sprint five times for 15 to 30 
seconds. Then you can add in one more interval the next 
week, then the next week go back down to five, then back 
up to six. 

Don’t keep upping it all the time because it will make you 


more prone to injury and you’ll get discouraged, because no 
one can keep that up. 

When you pick up the pace, you engage your core more. 
Also, you’re doing something your body’s not used to, and 
when you force it to adapt, it will get more efficient. ... 
Doing intervals shocks your system— if you don’t do them, 
then you plateau, which means your body get used to your 
routine and you lose benefits. 

If you’re going at the same pace for months, eventually 
your heart rate is going to be lower doing the same amount 
of work. The heart is a muscle, and intervals make the heart 
stronger, so it can pump more blood per heartbeat.

The basics of interval training 
are tough to figure out without 
doing some math first to figure 
out one’s maximum heart rate. A 
general formula for calculating your 
maximum heart rate is 220 minus 
age. 

To work in a lower aerobic zone, in 
which the body burns primarily fat 
for fuel, calculate 65 percent of the 
maximum heart rate. 

To work in a higher anaerobic 
zone, calculate 85 percent of the 
maximum heart rate. The anaerobic 
zone, in which the body burns 
primarily carbohydrates for fuel, 
is the high-intensity portion of the 
interval (some trainers may put it at 
about 80 percent). 

For those who like precise numbers, 
some gyms and training facilities offer 
more technically advanced testing, 
but that can be costly. 

Heart rates can be taken manually 
at the wrist, and some cardio 
machines have built-in monitors 
(although accuracy varies). Heart-rate 
monitors provide the best readings.
